REMARKS 

The Office Action dated June 30, 2005 has been received and carefully noted. The 
above amendments to the claims, and the following remarks, are submitted as a full and 
complete response thereto. Claims 1-42 are presently pending. 

Claims 1-39 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-19 of U.S. Patent No. 6,678,531 Bl. In 
response, Applicant submits herewith a terminal disclaimer, disclaiming any portion of 
the term of a patent issuing from the instant application that would extend beyond the 
term of the U.S. Patent No. 6,678,531 Bl. Applicants respectfully assert that the 
rejection is now moot. 

Claims 40-42 have been added. 

As such, it is therefore respectfully requested that all of claims 1-42 be allowed, 
and this application passed to issue.
